A huge crowd of union members gathered 
in Haymarket Square, Chicago. 
It was 
the morning of May 4, 1886, and the crowd 
assembled to protest the firing on of pickets 
by police at the McCormick plant the night 
before. ' 
The men were angry, and the murmur 
of their voices rose menacingly, then sub­ 
sided as Samuel 
Fielden, 
teamster, 
ad­ 
dressed the crowd. 
As he spoke, a small army of police 
began moving in to break up the crowd. 
Fielden's voice rang out as he address­ 
ed the police: “We are peaceable!” 
At this moment a black missile hurtled 
through the air at the advancing 
police. 
Seconds later there was a blinding flash of 
light, followed by a terrific roar! 
Somebody—no one has ever known who 
—threwf the Haymarket bomb, killing eight 
and wounding 67 other policemen. 
The re­ 
maining police regrouped and charged, fir­ 
ing their revolvers into the crowd and kill­ 
ing many workers ! 
On November 11, 1887, four men 
were 
hanged for having thrown the bomb. These 
four had nothing whatever to do with it! 
• • * 
For centuries there has been a struggle 
between workers and employers. By far the 
most powerful weapon in the hands of labor 
is the organized strike. 
But simply because it is a weapon, 
it 
has often backfired with 
injury 
to 
both 
sides! 
A strike is never a hit in baseball or 
in industry. 
We need a law that will 
make an unjust strike impossible and a 
just strike unnecessary! 
If every work­ 
er did more than he is paid to do, and 
every employer paid more than he is 
compelled to pay, we would have no 
strikes! 
For the employer 
generally 
gets the workers he deserves!

“ Daniel Boone,” 1 could possibly be 
thought of as only being able to play 
Indians.

When I agreed to do the role, I thought 
about the possibility of being slated to play 
Indians for years to come. And I began 
taking steps to prevent it. 
In reality, I don’t think the public—or 
audiences—types an actor. I feel that tliey 
accept an actor in the role he’s playing. The 
actor doesn’t have to convince the public 
that he can play various roles. But he does 
have to make the entertainment industry— 
and that includes his agent—see that he has 
a wide range of talents.

TO KEEP from being type-cast, I’ve man­ 


aged to keep several careers going at the 
same time. In addition to playing Mingo, the 
educated Indian, I have other careers. They 
include performing as a night club entertain­ 
er, recording artist, musical comedy and 
dramatic actor, and television and motion 
picture actor—all as Ed Ames. 
Many actors appearing as regulars on 
tv series seem to follow a pattern. The 
first year on the series their only worry 
is whether or not the series will be re­ 
newed for another year.

the respective Republican and 
Democratic nominees for gover­ 
nor. The papers were filed in 
different courts. 
The Republican petition seek­ 
ing an audit of Shapp’s $1.4 
million expense accotint which 
he submitted earlier to the State 
Elections Bureau was filed Wed­ 
nesday. It was lodged with the 
Dauphin County Court of Quart­ 
er Sessions. • p e 
The Democratic papers seek­ 
ing a court study of Shafer's 
campaign expenses were filed 
Thursday 
in 
Commonwealth 
Court. 
In Harrisburg Thursday for a 
Democratic campaign strategy 
conference, Shapp said: 
"We 
had 
no 
intention 
of 
challenging Mr. Shafer’s expens­ 
es. But if the Republicans are 
going to resort to this type of 
harassment, then it’s time that 
we return it in kind. There are 
a lot of questions we have about 
Mr. Shafer’s primary spending.” 
While the challenge of the 
Shafer expenditures was filed by 
nine electors, Shapp conceded a 
part in the proceeding. He said: 
“It’s a red herring which the 
Republicans are throwing across 
the main issues of this cam­ 
paign. The Republicans don’t 
want to get down to cases and 
start talking about issues.”

The petition for the Shapp 
audit said his accounts were

Shapp conceded Thursday that 
campaign funds had been given 
to Johnson but said such support 
was repudiated on March 1 of 
this year. 
The petition for a Shafer re­ 
view charged that "substantial 
expenditures were not report­ 
ed” and that reports filed by 
the committee did not contain

The first commandment, "I 
am the Lord thy God . . . Thou 
shall have no other gods before 
me,’* is based upon the assump­ 
tion. that there is only one God 
and no others exist. It firmly 
establishes: Jehovah as 'that 'God, 
and polytheism, whether actual 
or theoretical, is expressly for­ 
bidden. 
“If God did not exist, It would 
be necessary to invent him”— 
Voltaire — for man is instinc­ 
tively a worshiping creature. 
Finding himself inadequate for 
the creation or control of the 
cosmos, he seeks a supreme 
toeing, some one or thing outside 
himself, bigger and greater than 
he, to whom he can look up. 
Driven by such an uncon­ 
scious, primeval instinct, and 
Lacking any concept of an. intan­ 
gible one true God, the nations 
surrounding the Israelites fash­ 
ioned palpable gods and idols 
for themselves, to which they 
could bow down and give adora­ 
tion.Human nature was frail even 
then, and God was aware of the 
temptation that such pagan ex­ 
amples provided for His people. 
In His wisdom, God began His 
Commandments with a prohibi­ 
tion against following pagan 
leads. The Israelites were not 
to imitate the nations around 
them. They were to worship 
Him only, serve His alone. 
As an illustration of the Im­ 
portance of the first command­ 
ment, let us consider the con­ 
flict between Ahab and Elijah, 
recorded in I Kings 18. Ahab, 
king of Israel, was married to 
the idolatrous Jezebel,, a Sidoni- 
an princess and Baal-worshiper. 
Under her influence, Ahab gave 
up Jehovah-worship in favor of 
Baal, bringing about a revolu-
